TcCHS WHO TALK TO THEIR PARENTS ABOUT SEX 



Although teenagers do not have 
to téll their parents when they 
vjfé it a birth control clinic, 55 per¬ 
cent of them do, according to a 
national Planned Parenthood 
study. 

Fewer than 5 percent of the 
1442 teenagers surveyed in 53 
birth control clinics from New 
York to California said they would 
stop having sex if parental notifi¬ 
cation were required. 

Of the teenagers who said their 
parents did not know they were 
visiting the clinic, most said they 
would use non-prescription birth 
control (56 percent) or no birth 
control (33 percent). 

“Laws requiring parental noti¬ 
fication would not significantly 
reduce the numbers of ^enagers 
having sex, but they wo i result 
in more unwanted pregnancies,” 
said Lyn Reynolds, director of 
8 Santa Clara County Planned 


Parenthood. 

“Contraceptives obtained from 
a drugstore, without counseling or 
instruction, are less likely to be 
effective than contraceptives ob¬ 
tained from a birth control clinic. 

“Planned Parenthood has al¬ 
ways encouraged teenagers to talk 
to their parents about sex and 
birth control where possible but 
it would be unrealistic and foolish 
to require them o do so,” Rey¬ 
nolds said.

FISHER RETURNS 
TO SAN JOSE 



San Jose Earthquakes head 
coach Terry Fisher has returned 
from a 35-day, six-country Euro¬ 
pean swing, scouting soccer talent 
in England, West Germany, Den¬ 
mark, Sweden, Finland and Hol¬ 
land. 

“The trip was super success¬ 
ful,” noted the 28-year-old coach. 
“I saw 25 games in just over a 
month’s time and scouted talent 
within the First Division in each 
country. The level of skill in 
Europe is well-known and I have 
compiled a comprehensive list of 
players who we may be interested 
in bringing to San Jose as well as 
a list of players who wish to play 
for the Earthquakes.” 

Fisher also met with several 
10 members of the Earthquakes 1978 


roster who are currently playing 
for teams in Europe. 

“First, we have to establish how 
strong our American players will 
be and where they fit into our 
lineup,” commented Fisher. “We 
would like to haxe several expe¬ 
rienced American players on our 
roster in 1979. Once we have de¬ 
termined where we can competi¬ 
tively play Americans, we wall 
begin setting the groundwork 
necessary for obtaining the foreign 
talent I saw on my trip over¬ 
seas.” 

DOUG WARK LOANED 
TO CINCINNATI 

The San Jose Earthquakes have 
loaned the services of forward 
Doug Wark to the Cincinnati Kids 
of the Major Indoor Soccer 
League. The 26-year-old left wing 
will assume a spot on the Cincin¬ 
nati roster from December 1 thru 
mid-March and will return to San 
Jose in time for the start of the 
Quakes 1979 regular season. 

Wark is well-known through¬ 
out the North American Soccer 
League as a standout in the indoor 
version of soccer. As a member 
of the Tampa Bay Rowdies in 
1975, the 5-10, 160 lb. graduate of 
Hartwick set an NASL mark by 
scoring six goals in a single in¬ 
door game against the New York 
Cosmos. 

“This is an excellent opportun¬ 
ity for Doug,” noted Quakes head 
coach Terry Fisher. “This is a 
chance for him to play on a com¬ 
petitive level and further improve 
his skills and conditioning. He 
has proven himself in indoor 
soccer and we will closely follow 














his progress.” 

Wark was obtained by the 
Earthquakes in mid-season last 
year from the Chicago Sting. A 
first round draft pick by the 
Rochester Lancers in 1974, Wark 
has scored seven goals and added 
seven assists in his five-year 
NASL career. Wark appeared in 
eight games for San Jose in 1977. 

“I am looking forward to the 
chance to play indoor soccer 
again,” noted Wark. The league 
decided this year not to play an 
indoor schedule, so the off-season 
has been devoted to strength and 
conditioning work. Playing in 
Cincinnati can only help keep me 
in shape and prepare me for the 
1979 NASL season.” □

The super-fence not only would 
have damaged U.S.-Mexico rela¬ 
tions, but it would not have suc¬ 
ceeded in stopping Mexicans from 
crossing into the U.S. illegally. 

I can’t believe that in this day 
and age some government officials 
think that building a better fence 
is the answer to the illegal cross¬ 
ings. 

It is like the prevailing practice 
to try to end prostitution by ar¬ 
resting the men and women that 
engage in it. We know that ap¬ 
proach does not work, but we keep 
spending time and money to do it. 

Now that we are entering the 
cold season and most of the agri¬ 
cultural harvest is behind us in 
this area, the problems of the un¬ 
documented people are greater. 
Most of them refuse to return to 
Mexico during this time because 
of the difficult time they have in 


tion allowing themselves to be 
exploited by merchants who house 
them in a corner of their storage 
rooms and work them for practic¬ 
ally nothing. 

This, I believe, is the main rea¬ 
son why our population of illegal 
alitns has now grown to an esti¬ 
mated 12 million. We drive these 
people underground and lose con¬ 
trol of their activities. 

There are two factors that al¬ 
most assure us that the problem 
of the illegal entrees from Mexico 
is not only going to continue, but 
it is going to get worse. 

First, Mexico has 50 percent 
unemployment, and the people 
need the work to feed their fami¬ 
lies. Second, the U.S. has a de¬ 
mand for this kind of labor and 
attractive wages to go with it. 
There we have an irresistible 
force that is not going to be 23 















stopped by building a better fence. 

What we need to do is to stop 
worrying about the consequences 
of this “invasion” of millions of 
illegal aliens and turn this un¬ 
balanced economic and social co¬ 
existence with Mexico into an 
asset for both countries. 

We need to reactivate the old 
Bracero Program to fit our needs 
of today and possibly help curtail 
the runaway inflation we are 
having. 

I know that at least one cause 
of inflation is low productivity. 
Our locals are not going to help 
put on our table lettuce and other 
agricultural products at the prices 
we had five years ago. 

The Bracero Program, started 
during World War II, was the 
importation of Mexican agricul¬ 
tural workers under contract for 
the duration of the harvest. While 
in this country, they were housed 
and provided with medical treat¬ 
ment. 

In 1949 and 1950, I worked in 
one of these Bracero camps that 
was run by a friend in Hollister. 
The workers were happy and well 
treated. In the two years that I 
was there, not one worker was 
missing when it was time for them 
to return to Mexico. 



Even among Chicanos, there 
are mixed feeling about undocu¬ 
mented Mexicans. The feeling is 
that they are receiving services 
that should go to (legal) Mexican- 
Americans. 

I don’t believe that is the case. 
A 1975 Department of Labor 
study estimated that while 77 per¬ 
cent of illegal aliens had Social 
Security taxes withheld from 
their paychecks and 73 percent 
had federal income taxes deducted 
less than 1 percent were on wel¬ 
fare and less than 8 percent had 
children in school. Illegal aliens 
provided a net benefit to the U.S. 
economy. 

They also fill many jobs that 
nobody else wants, even in a pe¬ 
riod of high unemployment. □

El Pueblo de San José 
de Guadalupe 

San José, who 201th birthday 
we recently celebrated, was 
founded on November 29, 1777 
by a little band of sixty-six settlers 
who carne by foot and hor seback 
from Tubac, Arizona under the 
leadership of John Bautista de 
Anza. 

They located in the area now 
bounded by First, Hobson, and 
Hedding Streets and the Guada- 
Ipue River. It had the requisites 
of a water supply, good soil for 
raising agricultural products for 
the presidios of Monterey and San 
Francisco, and grazing for their 
livestock. They called it el Pueblo 
de San Jose de Guadalupe — the 
city of St. Joseph on the Guada¬ 
lupe. 


Unfortunately, the Indians who 
proceeded them withheld flood 
control studies, geology reports, 
an drainfall records. During the 
winter rains, the Guadalupe over¬ 
flowed and flooded out the poor 
settlers and washed away their 
dirt houses. 

They sought permission from 
the viceroy in * Mexico City to 
move to higher ground about a 
mile south, the area bounded by 
San Carlos Street, east and west 
Market Streets, which at that time 
extended as far north as West St. 
John Street. The Luis Maria Per¬ 
alta Adobe is the only structure 
remaining from this era. This 
area, known as the Plaza of 1797, 
became the nucleus of downtown 
San Jose. 

PELLIER PARK- 
HOW IT CAME TO BE 
Until World War II the Santa 
Clara Valley was a vast orchard 
that extended from Palo Alto to 
Gilroy, with vineyards on the 
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foothills of the mountains on 
either side. This scene was based 
on the early work of Louis Pellier 
and his brothers, Pierre and Jean. 

Born in France, Louis left his 
native village in 1848 and was in 
South America when news of 
California gold reached him. He 
promptly made his way to Cali¬ 
fornia, apparently made enough 
money to leave the Trinity dig¬ 
gings, and arrived in San Jose in 
1850. With a countryman’s eye 
for good agricultural land, and 
knowing the miners’ need for 
fresh food, he bought a lot at the 
corner of San Pedro Street and 
Chaboya Alley and established a 
nursery, calling it Pellier’s City. 
Gardens. 

Pierre Pellier, his brother, 
came to join him, but homesick¬ 
ness and the desire to marry his 
sweetheart impelled him to return 
to France. Louis commissioned 
him to bring back a variety of 
nursery stock, grape cuttings, 
seeds, and scions of la petite prune 
d’Agen, as well as his bride. 

Pierre faithfully carried out his 
mission, returning in 1856 with a 
third brother, Jean, a nephew, a 
brother-in-law, his bride, and two 
huge trunks packed with nursery 


stock. The prune sciens, inserted 
into raw potatoes for moisture, 
remained in good condition de¬ 
spite the long journey and grew 
thriftily. 

Pellier gave cuttings to other 
Valley farmers, who learned to 
cultivate and dry the prunes. City 
Gardens prospered and Louis 
Pellier enlarged his land holdings 
in what is now downtown and 
acquired property in the Ever¬ 
green area. By 1885 the little 
prune d’Agen was an internation¬ 
al market favorite, and in 1943 
the prune crop alone was worth 
$45,000,000 and was the basis of 
the Valley’s prosperity. 

Louis Pellier died in 1872, long 
before the full potential of the 
prune was realized. He lies in an 
abandoned cemetery south of 
town._____ 

The manager of a high office build¬ 
ing was told that a man was trapped 
in an elevator between floors.
